Claims 1 to 5, 7 to 9, 11 to 14, and 17 to 19 do not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 cited 
in the international search report and document 2 cited in 
the international search report. A person skilled in the 
art could easily conceive of applying the feature wherein, 
when scrolling or the like occurs on a web page, a page 
for synchronizing the web page is transmitted to a client 
from a server, disclosed in document 2, to the system for 
using shared information disclosed in document 1. 

The inventions described in claims 6, 10, 15, 16, 
20, and 21 are not disclosed in any of the documents cited 
in the international search report, nor would they be 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
